Sauce for the Goose 
But None for the Gander 


It is generally said of one of the good roads built by virtue 
of the First Precinct bond election that it cost $7,000 per mile, 
and a presumptively qualified authority has publicly stated that 
this road cost no more than did the others. 
It is also g en e rally 
conceded, in connection with the admitted oversight in making 
no provision in the bonds for good roads maintenance, the First 
Precinct scored a material blunder; and this blunder is held re­ 
sponsible for the fact that most of these roads have already 
very considerably deteriorated. 
The proposed county bonds, 
wiselv and legally, avoid this mistake by providing for con­ 
struction, 
maintenance and equipment— that 
is, 
necessary 
bridges, culverts, etc.— if they are to issue as the result of to­ 
morrow's vote. 
Now, for the permanent maintenance of the proposed 
roads during the life of the bonds, it will require at least the half 
the proposed issue, or $500,000; that, it is helieved, is the 
usual estimate on forty-year bonds. 
How many miles of good 
roads can be constructed with the remaining half— to be main­ 
tained by the other half? 
If the cost of the First Precinct 
averaged $7,ooo per mile under normal conditions, can the 
county, with the cost of labor and material hugely inflated, hope 
to do better— or as well ? 
But suppose the county can construct at the maximum cost 
of $5,000 per mile— a very violent supposition according to the 
First Precinct’s experience— how many miles can we get with 
our $500,000? 
JUST ONE HUNDRED! 
And equitably distributed be­ 
tween the sections of the county, equally entitled to the benefits 
to be derived from the bond issue, what proportion of the taxed 
property will they reach— or measurably approach? 
Hardly a 
computative percentage! 
Admitting that the fourteen gentlemen who will finally 
locate these roads exercise the u isest possible descretion, what 
comparatively few communities are to reap the direct benefits 
of the levy, and what other many communities, equally taxed 
on the $100 and equally entitled, are to reap none, or at best, 
remote benefits, 
You will decide tomorrow whether the MANY are to bear 
the burden for, practically, the exclusive benefit of the FEW. 
All the casuistry of the masters could never equalize the promise 
and performance of this bond election.
